Close to 350 people attended this years Remembrance 
Day ceremony at the Memorial Complex in town, 92 years 
after the First World War ended. 

As part of the ceremony Didsbury Scouts and Beavers 
helped carry flags with the Didsbury Army Cadets and vet¬ 
erans and three RCMP taking the stage.

Veteran Bill .Jepps read the honour card of 34 people 
from Didsbury that died in the two world wars. 

“Yesterday we (veterans) were at the schools for the 
ceremonies and at the high school they showed pictures 
of men of today in Afghanistan. I can’t help but think of 
these young men when I say ‘they shall grow not old, as 
we that are left grow old ... we will remember them,’” said 
Jepps finishing the (>de of Remembrance. 

Those in attendance paused at 11 for two silent 
moments of remembrance for those who fought for 
Canada in the First World War (1914-1918), the Second 
World War (19:19-1945), the Korean War (1950-1953) as 
well as those who have served since then. 

Seventeen groups presented a wreath at the front of the 
stage in an act of remembrance and respect. 

“It’s important (to remember) because it shows respect 
for those who have gone to war and protected our free¬ 
dom” said Kody Edinger, lfi, a Didsbury Army Cadet for 
the last five years. This was his first year as a colour party 
commander, which means he was one of 31 cadets that 
worked behind the scenes in the weeks leading up to 
November 11, getting the ceremony ready. 

“We have to get the flags together and carry them in, and 
know the drills for tin- flags,” said Edinger of things 
they’re responsible for during the ceremony. Edinger said 
he went to a camp in the summer to learn ceremonial 
drills. 

“We coordinate who will march in with which digni¬ 
taries, set up the multi purpose room and assign speak 
ers,” he added.

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Microbrewery 
coming to Didsbury

Plans to bring a microbrewery to Didsbury two years 
ago are coining closer to reality after building permits 
were approved six weeks ago by the municipal planning 
commission. 

Dick and Camren Hoppener of Calgary’s Hop In Brew 
bar, received development permits for the niicrobrew- 
ery in 2008. Over the next two years little progress was 
made but the development irermit was renewed and 
interest in Didsbury remained. With building permits 
now approved, residents could see construction of the 
building start up on the comer of 15th Avenue and 20th 
Street. 

The Hoppeners were unavailable for comment on 
when they might start construction, but Brittany 
Wickham, manager of planning and infrastructure for 
the town, said the last time she spoke with the couple, 
their intentions were to start building in March. 

“They have a facility in ('algary and so they were look¬ 
ing to hopefully start construction in the spring but of 
course anything can change at any time,” she said. 

The Hoppeners’ Hop In Brew in Calgary has been 
open since 1000, and on their website the two express 
their desire to create their own brew, but are unable to 
in their Calgaiy location because of space and the 
money needed to invest in brewery hardware. 

Initial plans include an open tasting room and an area 
to facilitate local art shows. 

“It’ll be a great tourist attraction for the community. 
And offer another unique node to draw and attract peo¬ 
ple both to move to the community and attract on week¬ 
ends to experience that fine diner cuisine,” she said.

Kids deserve 
protection

The federal government has introduced new legisla¬ 
tion it says will significantly toughen the tight against 
people who commit sex offences against children. 

With no other crimes in Canada gamering close to 
as much public outrage as sex crimes against kids, 
any move that targets such offenders is welcome 
news in every community, including right here in 
West Central Alberta. 

Yet whether the new legislation will actually result 
in fewer offences being committed and more offend¬ 
ers being jailed will 1 h> dependent a great deal on the 
amount of resources MPs are prepared to put into the 
enforcement of the new law. 

The bottom line is that by itself this very important 
legislation will mean little if the government fails to 
allocate the extra resources, particularly police 
resources, to make it work at the community level. 

The Protecting Children from Sexual Predators Act 
would increase mandatory prison sentences for 
seven sexual offences involving clrild victims, such as 
possessing and accessing child pornography and sex¬ 
ual exploitation. 

“Sexual exploitation of children causes irreparable 
harm to the youngest and most vulnerable members 
of our society,” says Justice Minister Hob Nicholson. 
“Our government is committed to helping prevent 
sexual offences against children by ensuring that 
adult sexual predators receive sentences which 
reflect the extreme seriousness of their crimes.” 

'Hie legislation would also establish mandatory 
prison sentences for seven existing Criminal Code 
offences such as luring a child, sexual assault and 
aggravated assault 

As a result of that change, conditional sentences, 
where offenders are placed under house arrest in the 
community, would no longer be available for any of 
those offences. 

Tire legislation would also create two new offences 
with mandatory prison sentences: providing sexually 
explicit material to a child for the purpose of facilitat¬ 
ing the commission of a sexual offence against a 
child; ;uid using telecommunications, including the 
Internet, to communicate with another person to 
agree or make arrangements to commit a sexual 
offence against a child. 

The new measures would also require judges to 
consider prohibiting suspected or convicted child 
sexual offenders from having any unsupervised con¬ 
tact with a child or any unsupervised use of the 
Internet. 

The new Protecting Children from Sexual 
Predators Act joins the Protecting Children from 
Online Exploitation Act and the Protecting Victims 
From Sex Offenders Act now before the House of 
Commons. Hopefully rill three pieces of legislation 
will make it tlmmgh Parliament without undue delay. 

And when the acts do become law, MPs must then 
ensure that adequate police resources are allocated 
to make these im|>ortant changes meaningful at the 
community level. 

On the other hand, if the acts pass and t hen not hing 
further 1s done, Canadas young people will remain 
vulnerable - raid that’s something only the sex offend¬ 
ers will be happy with.

Alberta ready for new style of politics

The people of Alberta 
appear eager for a political 
shift on a massive scale. 
All they need now is the 
right party and a modern 
vision to rally around. 

They're not looking for 
either a party of the tradi¬ 
tional left or right, but a 
new paradigm in which 
ideology gets parked in the 
back lot in favour of plain 
good governance. It’s 
reflected in polling and in 
recent voting. 

Alberta is the seat of 
modern Canadian conser¬ 
vatism. Its “Calgary 
school" of academics 
leads the nation in conser¬ 
vative political thought 
and it is home to political 
icons like Ralph Klein, 
whose 1990s-era new con¬ 
servatism inspired those 
of like mind on the right 
across the country. 

And yet the mood of the 
province is changing. 
Recently, the Alberta 
Conservatives - the very 
party that once made 
deficit fighting its number 
1 goal - released the 
results of a poll that sug¬ 
gests the population is 
most concerned about the 
“pressing social deficit," 


and that the province 
should base spending deci¬ 
sions on the public’s need 
for services, not on its 
ability to pay. 

This, in the birthplace of 
debt -free governments. 

But the seeming new¬ 
found willingness to spend 
does not necessarily sug¬ 
gest a shift to the left on the 
political spectrum. Instead, 
it suggests a craving for 
more enlightened political 
leadership that makes deci¬ 
sions free of ideology. 

Most telling, though, is 
that the same poll the 
Tories released reveals a 
stalemate among the exist¬ 
ing parties. Voters, it 
seems, aren’t satisfied 
with any of the current 
options, a dangerous posi¬ 
tion for the established 
parties if a viable alterna¬ 
tive emerges. 

The survey of (501 
Albertans conducted in 
June and October this year 
by the Toronto-based 
Innovative Research 
Group found that if an 
election were held today, 
29 per cent would vote 
Conservative, 20 per cent 
would vote Wildrose, and 
14 per cent would vote 
Liberal, with 15 per cent 
undecided. Faith in lead¬ 


ers broke down like this: 
91 per cent say the Tories’ 
Ed Stelmach is the best 
choice for premier, 29 per 
cent favoured Wildrose 
Alliance leader Danielle 
Smith, the Liberals’ long- 
suffering David Swann 
received 10 per cent back¬ 
ing, and the NDP’s Leader 
Brian Mason got seven per 
cent support. 

What’s significant, 
though, is the leadership 
undecideds. Fully 28 per 
cent of those polled 
picked none of the four 
leaders as a favourite. 
With a margin of error of 
plus or minus four per 
cent, that means that it’s 
possible more people pre¬ 
ferred “none of the above" 
than any of the current 
leaders. 

Tories seem to be best 
connected to the people: 
27 per cent of Albertans 
believe the Conservative 
“stands for the values I 
believe in,” compared to 
21 per cent for the 
Wildrose Alliance and 14 
per cent for the Liberals. 

The poll suggests 
Conservative and Wildrose 
voters are “really not all 
that different," echoing a 
cynicism with politics cap¬ 
tured by The Who when 


they sang, “Meet the new 
boss, same as the old boss." 

Albertans aren’t apathet¬ 
ic and they’re not fickle, 
either. They have gotten 
more sophisticated, how¬ 
ever, and are demanding 
more from the politicians 
than recycled rhetoric and 
old ideas. If a new coali¬ 
tion could capture this 
new brand of politics - 
one that puts ideas ahead 
of buzzwords, and intelli¬ 
gence ahead of formulaic 
answers - it has the poten¬ 
tial to displace every polit¬ 
ical force - left and right - 
currently in the game. 

It’s what the Reform 
Party promised to do in 
the early going before los¬ 
ing itself in the political 
vortex of Ottawa. 

Such a phenomenon 
may seem like a long shot, 
but Nenshi’s group in 
Calgary proves that politi¬ 
cal surprises are not an 
endangered species. 
Rather, it's the old guard 
that should be feeling its 
neck right now. If the stars 
align, Alberta might once 
again redefine the way 
politics are done in this 
country.

Service made child victims 


The Recording Industry 
Association of America 
(RIAA) might he celebrat¬ 
ing its victory over the peo¬ 
ple responsible for the 
development of the file¬ 
sharing program Limewire, 
which was recently 
ordered permanent ly 

closed down for violating 
copyright law, but what 
seems like a minor win for 
the music industry is also a 
victory for police in their 
fight against child pornog¬ 
raphy. 

For many computer 
users, Limewire was one of 
the top sites that could be 
used to download almost 
anything for free — music 
wasking, but sotoo weredig- 
ital movies, pirated comput¬ 
er software and even 
pornography. But what most 
of the public and casual 
Limewire users probably 
didn't know was that the 
file-sharing program was 
one of the easiest ways to 
access, view and distribute 
child pornography. Because 
of its nature as a peer-to- 
peer network, Limewire 
users had access to any kind 
of photo, music or movie file 
that any other user had 
stored on a computer. This 
included pictures and 
videos of under-aged chil¬ 
dren being illegally depict¬ 
ed in pornographic situa¬ 
tions. 

One such instance even 
occurred in St. Albert in 


August of 2007 when a man 
named Christopher 

Pokorski pleaded guilty to 
one charge of accessing 
child pornography. He w as 
originally charged also 
with possession and distri 
billion, much more serious 
charges. And he did it all by 
using Limewire. The 
Integrated Child 

Exploitation (ICE) unit was 
able to quickly track and 
arrest him because many of 
the images were “well- 
known” to the unit and it 
was relatively simple to 
find who was accessing 
them at any given time. 
What police also found on 
his computer were several 
files that were being down¬ 
loaded but for one reason 
or another did not finish. 
As a result, they were 
saved in a separate folder 
he did not know about. He 
deleted the complete files 
after viewing them, but not 
the incomplete downloads 
which, due to the nature of 
the peer-to-peer network, 
were subsequently accessi¬ 
ble to other Limewire users. 

The trade in child pornog¬ 
raphy continued right up 
until it was shut down last 
week. Some individuals 
claimed they received the 
files while downloading 
adult pornography or that 
viruses that infected their 
computers were responsi¬ 
ble. Some claimed other 
users possessed innocu¬ 


ously named files that 
turned out, in fact, to con¬ 
tain child pornography. 

It is difficult to believe 
that an individual with child 
pornographyfoundonacom- 
puter would be unaware of 
what had happened. 
Limewire was the idiot-per¬ 
vert’swayoffindingit—more 
sophisticated pedophiles 
create secure online 
domains! heyusetoporsonal- 
ly trade what files they have. 
Regardless of what was 
intentional and what was 
not, some small child was

Legion benefits 
from resurgence 
of patriotism

An upsurge in support for 
the Carstairs legion’s 
Remembrance Day activities 
;uid campaigns has buoyed 
organizers’ spirits. 

A record crowd of about 
500 people attended the 
annual Remembrance Day 
ceremony, held last 
Thursday at the community 
centre. 

A legion of volunteers that 
also included Olds and 
Didsbury cadets, the legion 
ladies auxiliary, and the 
Hugh Sutherland band, 
helped make this year’s 
memorial for veterans a suc¬ 
cess, said organizers. 

Support was outstanding, 
said Bov Stevenson, treasur¬ 
er and Poppy Chair of the 
Royal Canadian Legion 
Carstairs Branch #51. 

Half a dozen people 
helped collect poppy boxes 
from locations around 
Carstairs Friday and count¬ 
ed the proceeds from the 
annual campaign. 

Donations in Carstairs 
amounted to $4,208 at last 
count, with more expected 
to come in. 

And while more donations 
are also expected to come in 
from Didsbury businesses 
and organizations, Carstairs’ 
legion poppy boxes in that 
town collected $8,6,12. 

“We feel that this is a resur¬ 
gence of patriotism and we 
are fortunate enough t o ben¬ 
efit from it. We sure hope it 
continues,” said Stevenson. 

This year’s poppy fundrais¬ 
ing campaign has already 
topped last year's which 
raised about $7,(XX). 

Stevenson siiid she could¬ 
n’t recall how many Imixcs 
were set up this year but was 
appreciative of the many 
businesses in town which 
have taken poppy boxes 
every year. 

All in all the campaign 
went well, she said, although 
the denial by at least one 
business to showcase a box 
in their store did cause a stir. 

Stevenson said the legion's 
aging veterans and their 
spouses work very hard for 
the organization. 

Because of the limited 
scope in which proceeds 
from the poppy sales can bo 
used, the money will bo used 
to help support not only vet¬ 
erans of the Carstairs suva 
but possibly those across the 
province depending on what 
legion officials decide to 
donate to. 

And as if a successful cere¬ 
mony and campaign weren't 
enough.
